Explanation or justification for the Constitutional Amendment: 


e The report of the 25» World Scout Jamboree Review Panel found that the authority of the 
World Scout Committee and World Scout Bureau over World Scout Events is not sufficiently 
established in the WOSM Constitution. 

e The proposal aims to enhance and strengthen the authority of both the World Scout 
Committee and World Scout Bureau in World and Regional Scout Events. 

e The proposal aims to provide clear authority to the World Scout Committee in supervising the 
organisation, execution, and governance of World Scout Events, such as the World Scout 
Jamboree and the World Scout Moot, including the authority to intervene in decision-making 
with the Host when it deems necessary. 

e The proposal further enhances the functions of the World Scout Bureau from defining its 
supporting role in the organisation of World and Regional Scout Events, to include the 
authority to enforce standards and requirements. 

e It is envisioned that the authority for Regional Scout Committees in relation to Regional Scout 
Events will also be broadened through amendments to Regional Constitutions at the 2025 
Regional Scout Conferences to ensure alignment between the World and Regional 
Constitutions.
